August brings 
Castro Street Fair 


The Castro Street Fair — slated for Aug- 
ust 17 — is by now something of a com- 
munity institution. 

More than 40,000 revelers jammed Cas- 
tro Street last year — to be entertained, in- 
formed and observed, among an outpouring 
of costumes, crafts and rich foodstuffs 

‘typical of the annual fest. 

“This is one of the few times of the year 
that all the political and community groups 
show up to participate in a celebration,” 
says fair organizer Rick Slick. ‘“‘Not only 
Gay groups, but organizations like the 
ACLU and ACT.” 

Slick says that more than 200 booth 
spaces are available for the fair (of which, 
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541 Valencia, near 16th 
San Francisco, CA 94110

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100 had been snapped up by mid-July); and 
that due to the large crowd expected, the 
fair has spilled over onto Market Street. The 
entertainment stage, generally the high- 
light of the fair, will reverberate from 
Market and Noe Streets this year. 

Lloyds, a popular new wave outfit, head- 
lines the 1980 show. 

Notwithstanding the organizing that 
goes into the fair, the ambience is one of 
spontaneity: ‘“‘The people really direct what 
the fair becomes,’’ according to Slick. ‘‘Al- 
Fellahin, the belly dance troupe, always 
shows up. And with a hundred people in the 
Gay Freedom Day Band, if they want to 
play, who’s going to stop them?” 

The 1980 fair encountered some dif- 
ficulties with a few local merchants and 
residents, but many more businesses and 
neighborhood groups (gay and nongay) 
voiced support for the event. Result: the 
show goes on. 

That date, again, is Sunday—August 
17th. Booths open about 10am, with enter- 
tainment starting at noon and lasting til 
6pm. Streets reopen to traffic at 9pm; but if 
previous fairs are any indication, folks will 
party in the streets beyond official closing 
time.

Jewish,Woman & Gay

My first sense of ‘not belonging” had to do with my be- 
ing Jewish. 

Actually, I’m half-Jewish. My mother was a descendent of 
the Puritans; my father, a child refugee from a tiny Jewish 
shtetl in Poland, who arrived in this country in the twenties 
only to discover that the streets were not paved with gold. 
We lived in an apartment in Queens — which is to Manhat- 
tan what Berkeley is to San Francisco — in a Jewish, largely 
communist neighborhood. 

All my friends were Jewish, except for one friend who 
was Catholic. This made little difference until we reached 
school age. But suddenly she was going to one school, 
dressed in a blue jumper and white blouse, and | was going 
to another, dressed in whatever was handy. | wanted to wear 
a uniform, too, until one day her brothers asked me why | 
had killed Christ. Then things were different. 

My family wasn’t the all-American family in grade school 
primers. My great-grandparents were Chassidim. That is, 
great-grandmother Bubbeh wore a shaitl, or wig, to cover her 
shaven. head in accordance with Orthodox Jewish law.

Great-grandfather Zaideh boasted a long, split white beard 
when | knew him, and the necessary ritual side curls (pais) 
required by Jewish law. He wore a black gabardine suit, with 
a long coat and large black felt hat; and he gave me gelt, 
usually a nickel, whenever he saw me.

Look at the ads, photos, and reviews in most Gay 
newspapers in this town. Behind the blur of details, the 
underlying message is the same: in order to be Gay, you 
have to buy into blue-jean and plaid-shirt conformity, 
butch posturing, and compulsive cruising. 


Not knowing any better, the large number of Gay 
immigrants to San Francisco quickly conform to the clone 
stereotype. As a result, Gay life becomes ever more 
shallow. And the cash registers keep ringing away for the 
owners of bars, baths, gyms and clothing stores. 


But Gay once meant more than clone. In many ancient 
societies, Lesbians and Gay men performed the role of 
healer-priest. Sex was integrated into religious rites. Being 
Gay was magical. 


Christianity came along and destroyed all this. Gays were 
driven underground and accused of being ‘‘witches’”’ and 
“‘heretics.’” Recently we have begun to emerge from the 
underground.

Bubbeh and Zaideh lived with my grand- 
parents. My grandmother cooked every- 
thing in a kitchen with two stoves behind 
the hardware store (later a: laundromat). 
One stove for meat, the other was for dairy. 
She koshered the chickens herself on 
Thursday, to prepare for Friday night, when 
everything came to a stop. 

In school, we got these readers with pic- 
tures of mommies in the kitchen, daddies 
coming home from work, and children (one 
boy, one girl) playing with a dog named 
Spot. No one | knew had a dog. ‘What, are 
you kidding? Keep an animal in the 
house?” But in this book they had a dog. 
And a white picket fence around the house. 
And they used to go outside of school and 
play during something called “recess.” We 
didn’t do things like that, so obviously | 
wasn’t American. 

My mother died when | was nine, after 
which my upbringing was completely 
Jewish. She'd never been a Christian 
(rather, she spoke of mother nature), with 
the result that | never had much identifica- 
tion with Christianity. Most of the people 
around me were Jewish. Christmas was 
celebrated — at least there were presents 
— but | didn’t like singing Christmas 
carols. | felt like | was betraying something. 
They weren’t mine. 

A second sense of not belonging had.to 
do with my being female — a sense of ex- 
clusion that didn’t become clear to me until 
| was in high school. 

| attended one of New York's specialized 
high schools, studying art for four years, 
along with the regular subjects college- 
tracked students take. | wanted to be.a 
painter, but there were almost no works by 
women at the Metropolitan Museum or the 
Museum of Modern Art — only a couple by 
Georgia O’Keeffe and Louise Nevelson. So 
| didn’t pursue painting. For similar 


reasons, | didn’t pursue set design (my col- 
lege major). There were only two women in 
the set designers’ union in New York at that 
time. They were lighting designers, and 
they were lesbians. Of course, | was not a 
lesbian, and | reasoned those feelings | had

for a couple of women in college didn’t 
mean anything. 

By the time | was out of college, my 
sense of alienation was pretty strong. | 
didn’t fit the image of the American Woman 


— the good girl, all smiles. | also didn't fit ” 


the new image put forth by Playboy. | was 
flat-chested, something that troubled me 
until almost the time | came out. 

Our family never practiced the sex seg- 
regation Judaism is so known for. At Pass- 
over every year, until | was quite grown up, | 
got to read the four questions. Only the 
youngest male is supposed to read them; 
but all of us, male and female, read them. In 
the rest of the world, the American world in 
which | already was alien, women were 
worth nothing, except as appendages to 
men. Maybe that’s why it took me so long 
to realize | was, or would want to be, a les- 
bian. 

My Jewish family has accepted my be- 
ing a lesbian. In fact, my father is proud of 
his daughter, The Gay Activist (a naming 
that makes it okay | am publicly a lesbian). 
The only thing that would make him more 
proud would be if | was his daughter, The 
Lawyer. 

To be Jewish, and a woman, and a les- 
bian is to be a maverick. | accept no dogma 
as handed down by anyone else, prefering 
ito take bits and pieces from many sources. 
(I:think in Talmudic patterns, something | 
didn't know until |! actually read the 
Talmud.) My sense of myself as Jewish was 
cultural, not exactly religious. And if | were 
to believe in a god, the persona would be 
that of a Jewish god, even if my belief were 
to be in a goddess. Wrath is an important 
personality style for me, molded in the an- 
cient tales of my childhood. 

As a Jewish woman, I'ma strong person. 
| fit that style better, more easily, than | fit 
the style of the American Woman depicted 
in mass media. As a lesbian, I’ve abandon- 
ed the dictate to be “nice” or “polite.” 
Before giving up the resolve to be an appen- 
dage to a man, | felt guilt over my feisti- 
ness. No longer. | see my strength as a per- 
son having been formed in that sense of 
“other” which growing up Jewish in a gen- 
tile world creates. 

When | last attended a Jewish Lesbian 
conference, we got to talking about how we 
identified ourselves on computer cards 
(when they ask if you are Black, White, 
Asian, or Other). Most of the women said 
they always checked off “‘other.”’ If you are
